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To Equal Record Set in 2002/03 
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U.S. exports of essential oils so far this fiscal year (FY) 2004 are running unchanged from the record pace of last 
year. Canada remains the largest U.S. export market. Note that the European Community (EU) now includes 
all 25 member states.  U.S. exports to Japan are increasing, but have not reached the level of 1996/97 when 
exports of essential oils to Japan were $139 million.
